Their clothing 
wns exceedingly thin and considerably 
torn, nnfl upon their feet they wore what 
were once shoes, with holes BO large that 
the toes protruded themselves into full 
view, while the soles were apparently not 
thicker than cloth. The little creatures 
were shivering with the cold, and their 
faces •« ere fairly purple, so thoroughly 
chilled were they,' We presume that 
these were simply representatives of a 
large number of children in the city, who 
lire not only destitute of all luxuries, but 
whose homes are not provided with food 
and raiment sufficient to prevent actual 
suffering. 


Those who arc blest with the comforts 


of life have but little idea, of the actual 
amount of suffering there is right here it 
Dccatur, on account of n lack of the nec- 
essaries of life, and many when made nc 
quainted with cases of sull'eringjcharge i 
up loliv/.iness nnd bad management, am 
excuse tliemflciveftf'rom doing anything t 
iclicve the suffering of tho poor on that 
ground. It is quite probable that in many 
eases sull'enng is entailed upon small and 
helpless children by the sbiftleH.sncss of 
their patents, but it should be remember- 
ed Hint sO far as the children arc concern- 
ed suffering Is unavoidable, and they arc 
therefore! entitled tothu sympathy and as 
sMancc of the public. We trust, there- 
fore, that a liberal spirit and policy will 
prevail among our people us to providing 
for the poor of the city the present win- 


ter. 
While it may not always be possible 


to disn-lmiiwto between worthy and un- 
worthy objects of charity, we claim that 
il is belter that a div/.en be assisted who 
do not deserve it rather than that one 
should sutler who really needs and do- 
serves help 
Wo hope that citi/.ens will 


organise for systematic effort and co-ope- 
ration'Jor the relief of the poor, 
If u 


lather and husband is a worthless drunk- 
ard, that fact lurnishes the strongest of 
reasons why his wife and children should 
have the sympathy ami assistance of the 
public, and the husband should besought 
out und persuaded to better modes of 
lite.
